Railroad Commission Is- 


sues an Order to Boost

An increase of water rates m the 


city of M:idison to practically all 
consumers was authorized by the 
Wisconsin railroad commission to- 
day on application of the city of 
Madison. Small consumers former- 
ly paid six cents per one -"hundred 
cubic feet of water. Ordinary users 
wiH get an increase of about 25 per

Large consumers like

The Huber law for the employment 


of jail prisoners will be pot into full 
operation in the state of Wisconsin. 
Gov. Philipp sent a letter to every 
sheriff in Wisconsin today asking 
that every prisoner b» jiut to work. 
Each sheriff must file a full report 
trith the executive. 
The shortage 


of labor causes Gov. Phflipp to re- 
sort to this remedy. 
The letter is 


as follows: 
My Dear Sir: Owing to pres- 


ent conditions there is an unpre- 
denttd demand for labor, and I 
am taking the liberty to call 
vour attention to a section of 
the Statutes which authorizes 
you as sheriff of your county 
to make contracts for the em- 
ployment of convicted persons 
that hav« been sentenced to the 
county j»fl. 
Section 697 (d) of 


the Revised Statutes reads as 
follows: 


"It shall be the duty of the 


sheriff to make contracts in 
writing for the employment, of 
all 
such 
convicted 
persons, 


•where not employed in doing 
work for the county, and to 
make all needful regulations for 
the profitable employment of 
such persons and for the collec 
tion of their earnings. And for 
unreasonably neglecting br re- 
fusing to carry out all the pro- 
visions of this section the sheriff 
shall be subject to a fine of not 
to exceed one hundred dollars, ~ 
and for a second offense shall be 
remoTcd from office on charges 
duly preferred against him and 
proof of such failure." 


I trust that the urgency of the 


situation, as well as patriotic 
motives to asait to the utmost 
extent in production will prompt- 
you to give your personal atten- 
tion to the enforcement of this 
section of the Statutes.
